Neiv 
Yoi4c City, contacted the United States Embassy In Madrid, 
Spain on July 14, 19^1 and related a stoiy of a sliip- 
board mmance ivlth the subject on the SS Llberte , v/lille 
en TOUte from 2fev/ York to Le ilavre. Franco, vfhem the 
ship arrived on Jiane 2, I 96 I, KLEIN admitted being with 
the subject for several weeks in Paris while the subject 
\<a8 ; setting up the DE^^ELLE operation. KLEII2 maintained 
that the plan v«as to return DEfflETJE to Belgium for punish- 
ment and that it was a private venture not sponsored by 
the Israeli Government KLEEi desired to know if she 
oould be of assistance to the subject and It was suggested 
that she leave N^in immediately, since she wuld be 
suspected by Spanish Police if her name was foimd among 
the effects of the subject , KIEEJ mentioned that one IGAL 
NOSSENSON, a writing associate of the subject, was in a 
yach^ off the south coast of Spain awaiting news from the 
subject : KLEIN declined to elaborate, but the yacht Was 

probably intended to transport DEpELLE if the kidnapping 
operation was successf^il, according to tJY T-1. 



The files of t lie Hev/ York Office of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI)' reflect that in 19^6 the 
United States Department of State received a request from 
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the Belgian Einbfiaey to aaoiot in locating LfiOK DEGRELLE, 
number one Nazi vrar criminal of Belgium. DEORliLLE wao 
reported to be aboard one of several ships bound for the 
United States. Lnveatlgation upon ai»irival of the shli>D 
failed to reveal DBORELIE , ;ao a passenger or a ci?ev/ 
member Subsequently additional information Indicated 
that DBCRECLE .had never left Spain . 

In the boolt.. entitled "The Realignment of Europe' 
edited by AmOLD and VERONICA K. TOYNBEE, Oxford University 
Press, 1955» page 531^ LEON HEGRELLE is described as a 
leader of a group of malcontents within the Catholic 
Party in Belgium, who broke aray and formed the Rexist 
Party and collaborated to the fall with the Germans during 
the occupation of Belgium. 

In the book entitled "The War, a Concise iilstory, 
1939-1945'' by LOUIS L. SYNDER, published by JULIAN MESSliER, 

New Yoiic i960, the follo\^lng occurs on page 238: ''ambltious,man 
intoxicated by the success of Nazi arms, flocked to the 
standard of the crooked cross. It was a variegated lot of 
scoundrels and adventurers In Belgium it was LECtt^ EGGRSLLE, 
founder of the I*Qxist Party . 

Records of Prench Lines, 61O 5th Averare, New York 
City, as made available on July If, 1961 by HENRY KRIEF, 
Passenger Sales Reoresentative, reflects that the subject 
and lOAL MOSSINSOrOi sailed aboard the SS 7' L^ May 27, V

subject and 140SSI1IS0® obtained passage through the assistance 
of Trelsser Tours, New York City. 

Instant records Itirther reflect that CAROL IILEIN 
sailed from New York aboard the same ship and ocetpsd a 
cabin for three, ntunber l4l, situated on the main deck. 

KLEIN obtained her reservation throug-h the f acuities of 
Field Travel Service, 100 East 42nd Street. No additional 
Information vmo available in afore-mentioned records. 

On July 17, 1961, Miss IDA TOhK, Representative, 

Field Travel Service, 100 West 42nd Street, Now York City, 
advised that CAROL KLEIN made a reservation on the 3S 
"Idberte" wliicli sailed from New York on F5ay 27, I96I. -■iloo 
TC»tK stated that two elderly women, names unknown, shared 
the same cabin with KLEE'} aboard the SS 'Liberto . Miss

reflect that the subject hhd IGAL I-JOSSH^SOIW sailed 
aboard the SS "Llberte" from New York on May 27, 1961 In 
cabin 356. The subject was Hated as an Israeli, 235 West 
103rd Street, Nexf Yoiic City and MOSSINSOHN, an Israeli, 
was listed as living at 46 West 83rd Street, New Yoric 
City. Miss STEIN recalled dealing vdth the subject and 
HOSSINSOifiJ when the reservations vrere made on t'fey 26, 

1961. At that time the subject did moot of the talking, 
paid for both tickets by two soparato checks drawn on the 
Bankers Trust Company, 415 MacLlson Avenue, New Yoik City . 

One checlc was retumed with the notation Insufficient 
funds in the account;' . Upon receipt of this ahecit, Miss 
STEIN contacted the subject’s vrife, who vais very vague as 
to. the date of the subject’s return from Europe. Mjc’s. 
ALDOUBY related that the subject could be contacted through 
Americein Express, Paris, itrance. Miss STEIN stated that 
she; had booked the subject on a tour to Israel last year 
and he intended to retxtrn Srla Ameidca. According 

to MLsb STEIN, the South American portion of the trip 
was cancelled and the subject returned directly to the 
United States. 

2AHIS GARNIS, Superintendent, 235 Vast 103i^3 
Street, Nev^ YorSc City, advised on July 17, 196I that he 
had seen the subject several times in Hay, 196I either 
entexdng or leaving the building. GARNIS added that he has 
rk>t seen the subject for api^TOxlmately tvjo months, but 
mentioned that the subject '8 still resides at 235 
West 103rd Street, New Yd ric City. 

On July 19, 1961, JOSEPH KiALDONADO, St^jerlntendent, 
46 West 83rd Street, New Yoric City, related that lOAL and 
DORIS MOSSINSOKl and one child reside in Apartment lA in 
Instant building. IQAL MOSSINSOHN has not been seen for 
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appxoxixjately two nvonthD and hio wife informed MALDONADO 
In early June that her husband would be absent for sevcsral 
months, since he was assisting a friend In the authorship 
of a book. Shortly after the departure of IGAL, hio v/lfe 
and child left the apartment and flALDONADO surmised that 
they were staying with friends or relatives, exact location 
unknown. 



liALDONADO described lOAL HOSSINSOHN ^as on 
Israeli, vrho has been in #76 United States for about 
two years. He claims to be a vn^lter, but has had difficulty 
supporting his family. Initially his father-in-law, a 
wealthy New Yorker, was willing to help, but IQ AL desired 
to be Self-sufficient. His efforts were unsuccessful and 
his wife went a Ifecretaxy, place unknovm. 

About six months ago IGAL and his father-in-law quarreled 
oyer lOAL ' 8 inability to support hia family'. For three 
weeks in the ^ring IGAL \/oikod for a private sanitation 
film, name unknown. MAUX5NA1X) also remembered seeing 
some movie equipment in IGAL’ s apajTtment in the Spring 
of IS^l V IQAL stated that he 7<as helping to make a oovle 
in cooperation with some college students. HALD0NA20 
could furbish no additional information conceding this 

de-scribed IGAL HOSSINSOHN as being 
about 45 yeers of age, six. feet tall, l6k) po7mds> thin 
brown hair, brown eyes, medium build, fair complexion, 
wears glasses and speaks brx>ken English.

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In lorael^ vrio listed ao beins presently .-narriod to DORIS 
SOI?OKO, United States cltlaenj bom on December 10, 193^ 
at Now YorSt City . MOSSINSO/nJ applied for an Immigrant 
Visa on Novombor 2, 1939 and stated that the purpose 
of hla trip to the United States was to Join hlo ivlfe and 
child . MOSSDJSOHN travelled on Israeli passport number 
75605, wlilch was isoued on July 15, 1955, and the

Records of INS, Hew York City, as fumlohed by 
SIDNEY A. DAVIS on July 19, 1961, to SA WILLIAM F. MAHTEi 
reflect that SOPEE GILERT ALDOUBY, INS nunber A11107363, 
was admitted to the United States on July 23, 1957 She •s'las 
born March 9, 1937, Tel Aviv, Israel . i»'hile here in the 
United States, she attended Jjartlia Grahem School, 316 East 
63rd Street, Kevf York City and the School of Contemporaiy 
Dance, Now York City. On Febittary 12, 1959, she enrolled 
at the Jime i*Paylor School of Dance, 1755 Broadway, New 
York City. 30FIE ALDCUFf was Issued Israeli passport number 
1355^3, whi<ai vras valid until Jime 17, 1961. Her addreos 
Is listed as 235 West a03rd Street, Hew Yoric City, and her 
husband was listed as ZWY HERBERT ALDOUBY.

QUENTIN REVNOLDS, author, 50 East 79th Street, New 
York City, stated he first met ZVI ALDOUBY in the summer 
of i960 when his services v;ere enlisted by Viking Press to 
assist ALDOUBY and EPHRAII'l KATZ, both Israeli Journalists, 
in writing a book, "Minister of Death," the story of 
EICHMANN'S capture. REYNOLDS explained that ALDOUBY and 
KATZ had collaborated in writing two articles for "Look" 
magazine wliich were published in August, i960, and that 
they had received 15500.00 for this work. The idea then 
came to them that they could write a book on the same subject, 
and the authorities at "Look" magazine suggested that ALDOUBY 
and KATZ contact a literary agent, STEFILING LORD. 

LORD approved of the plan, contacted Viking Press 
and Viking Press suggested that the writing should be done 
quickly and that an American author be utilized, in addition 
to ALDOUBY and KATZ. REYNOLDS stated that ALDOUBY and KATZ 
received $5000.00 each and he received $10,000.00 from Viking 
Press for ^vrltlng "Minister of Death." 

According to REYNOLDS, AliDOUBY is a free-lance 
Joiirnalist, writes occasionally for "Der Stern" magazine, a 
German weekly, and is the?New York representative of the 
■ Israeli Army newspaper "B^achaneh. " 

in May, 196I, ALDOUBY and a friend by the name of IGAL, 
last name unknown, an Israeli writer, called on REYNOLDS, 
and ALDOUBY mentioned he had Just come from a trip through 
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Europe and Israel, where he was gathering material for a 
book on the noted Nazi, MARTIN BORMANN. REYNOLDS stated 
that a major ambition of ALDOUBY is to captui-e BORMANN 
and then write the story because ALDOUBY einticlpates^a 
great financial reward for his efforts, REYNOLDS could 
not recall ALDOUBY ever mentioning LEON DEGRELLE nor did 
he know any other associates of ALDOUBY, with the exception 
of IQAL and EPHRAIM KATZ. 

REYNOLDS recalled that on 7/18/61 MRS. ALDOUBY 
called REYNOLDS and Informed him of her husband's imprisonment 
in Spain, MRS. ALDOUBY at the time did not know the details 
nor the reason for his imprisonment. REYITOLDS had no 
knowledge of ALDOUBY *S affiliation with any group or government, 
and believes that ALDOUBY is a reporter, who is willing to 
take extraordinary risks in order to obtain material for 
stories he Intends to write. REYNOIDS added that his secretary, 
HELEN PILVER, might have additional information concerning 
ALDOUBY.

HELEJJ PILVER^ 1335 Madison Avenue, Nov/ York City, 
personal secretai’y to QUENTIN REYNOLDS, stated that she worked In 
conjunction with QUETTIN REYNOLDS, ZVI ALDOUBY, and EP-IRAIM 
KATZ during the writing of the book, "Minister of Death", in the 
sununer of i960. PILVER recalled that ALDOUBY left this country 
In October, i960, on a trip to Eur’ope and Israel and returned 
in May, 1961. The purpose of the trip was to gather material 
for future stories which ALDOUBY Intended to write. PILVER 
did not know the specific plans of ALDOUBY, hut related that 
his main ambition Is to capture MARTIN BORMANN and write the 
Story of the capture, not because he wants BORMANI'I brought to 
Justice for his crimes but because ALDOUBY anticipates a great 
financial reward from the sale of the story, PILVER was unable 
to rec5ill any other Nazi collaborators in whom ALDOUBY has an 
Interest. 



PILVER stated that the last time she saw ALDOUBY 
was when he visited QUENTII'J REYl'IOLDS in May I96I together with 
a friend knovm to her as IGAL, vrhom ALDOUBY introduced as an 
Israeli writer. PILVER mentioned that AUJOUBY stated he had been 
to Europe and Israel, but he did not mention any future plans 
during his visit to the REYl'IOLDS residence. 

When PILVER heard about ALDOUBY *s imprisonment 
from Mrs. ALDOUBY on July 18, 196I, she contacted STERLING LORD, 
literary agent of ALDOUBY, 15 East 48th Street, New York City. 

, LORD ihad'^not heard abou^ took it 

upon himself 'to contact AVIAD YAPEK, Director, Israel Of f ice 
Of Information, 11 East 70th Street, New York City. YAFEH told 
LORD about stories in the Israeli press concerning ALDOUBY's 
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arrest in Spain for attempting to kidnap LEON DEGRELLE, Belgian 
wartime collaborator v;lth the Nazis. YAFEH informed LORD 
that there vias ati unconfirmed report originating In Israel that 
ALDOUBY had been released from jail. 

On July 19^ 1961, LORD told PILVER that an associate 
of ALDOUBY. IGAL MOSSINSOHN, had called LORD from Paris, and 
requested ? 600 . LORD rcaltatalnedhe did not send the money 
to MOSSINSOKN, according to PILVER. 

Concerning funds available to ALDOUBY, PILVER knew 
that he received $ 5,000 for assisting in writing ''Minister of 
Death", and that he and EPHRAIM KATZ were paid $ 5^500 by "Look" 
Magazine for their articles on the capture of ADOLF EICKMANN. 

In addition, ALDOUBY writes articles for the German magazine, 

"Der Stem" and also represents an Isi’aell Army nevrspaper. 

PILVER stated that ALDOUBY is an energetic journalist 
who does extensive research for vjhatever he writes. In writing 
the story of EICI-IMANN, ALDOUBY was able to obtain EICI^IANN's 
memoirs from a Nevx York source, name not knovm, and he also 
reviewed docTjments in VJashington concerning the Nuremberg 
trials. In addition, AIDOUBY read everything printed in the 
Israeli press concerning EICKMANN. From these sources ALDOUBY 
and KATZ were able to gather sufficient material for the articles 
xifhich appeared in "Look" and for the bock, "Minister of Death". 

To illustrate the ingenuity of ALDOUBY, PILVER 
stated that once ALDOUBY, under an assumed name, obtained an 
interview I'/ith an Arab ship captain in New York City aboard an 
Arab ship. The Arab captain liked ALDOUBY and invited him to 
return for a secohd'visit, b‘ut ALDOUBY never accepted the 
offer. ALDOUBY inf omed; FIL^^ story of his interview, 

and it was printed in the Israeli press, name of paper not known. 
PILVER did not know the assumed name utilized by ALDOUBY, nor 
the date of the article. 
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PILVER knew of no group or organization to which 
ALDOUBY belongs, and believes ALDOUBY is a free -lance Journalist 
anxious to v;rlte sensational stories for the monetary rev/ard 
involved, PILVSR could not najne any associates of AliDOUBY, 
with the exception of EPHRAIM KATZ and IGAL, whose last name 
she believes to be MOSSLNSOIRJ.

EPHRAIM KATZ, l4 Viashington Place, New York City, 
Israeli journalist and collaborator vJith ZVI ALDOUEY and QUHJJTIN 
REYNOLDS in the authorship of the book, "Minister of Death", 
related he met ALDOUBY 10 years ago in Israel while ALDOUBY 
was a reporter for the Israeli newspaper, "Haboker", The 
acquaintanceship was renewed l{; years ago vihen KATZ came to 
Nevr York in connection vrith the visit of Israeli Prime Minister 
DAVID BEN -GURION to the United States. KATZ, at that time, 
was a reporter for the Israeli newspaper, "Yediot Acharonot". 

KATZ remained in New Yox’k and collaborated with ALDOUBY in 
producing a radio program entitled, "Sounds of Bi’oadvfay"’ which 
was taped in New York City and sent to Israel for broadcast. 

This venture lasted six months since the program was discontinued 
in Israel. 



KATZ was with ALDOUBY vfhen the news of ADOLF EICHMANN's 
capture was published in Ne'W York City, Both decided at that 
instant to write the story of EIGHI'IANN and presented the idea 
immediately to "Look" Magazine. "Look" agreed and pedd $5^500 
for 2 articles on EICHMANN which appeared in the issues, August 2 
and August I6, i960. ALDOUBY obtained copies of portions of 
EICHMANN's memoirs through the cooperation of YVOIH^E SPIEGELBERG, 
New York representative of 'Dex' Stern" Magazine, a German weekly. 

KATZ believed that these were the same memoirs which WILHELM SASSEN 
sold to "Life" Magazine for $10,000. Originally, SASSH'l attempted 
to sell the memoirs to 'Der Stern" Magazine in Germany. KATZ 
sunnlsed "Der Stern" made copies of the memoirs, then told SASSEN 
they had decided not to publish them and returned the original • 
material to SASSER. In the meantime, portions of the memoirs were 
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sent to YVONNE SPIEGELBERG in New York. In addition, KATZ and 
ALDOUBY read all the material published in Israel concerning 
EICHMANN, and ALDOUBY went to VJashington several times where 
he reviewed material pertaining to the Nui’emberg trials. From 
this infoi’natlon, ALDOUBY and KATZ v/ere able to writs the 
magazine articles and also the book "Minister of Death". 

ALDOUBY made a trip to Europe and Israel during the 
winter and spring of 1960-1961. The purpose of the trip was 
to gather material for future stories and also for the book on 
MARTIN BORMANN v;hlch, according to KATZ, ALDOUBY is v/ritlng. 

KATZ mentioned that the main ambition of ALDOUBY is to capture 
MARTIN BORMANN whom ALDOUBY believes to be still hiding some place 
in South America. ALDOUBY will then write the story of the 
capture and profit immensely from the sale of the story. 

KATZ last saw ALDOUBY in May, 1961, at the Exodus 
Cafe, 2019 Broadway, New York City, a meeting place of local 
Israelis, ALDOUBY was in the comapny of his wife and IGAL 
MOSSINSOHN, an Israeli writer, v;ho is married to an American 
and: resides on the West Side of New York. ALDOUBY mentioned 
to;. KATZ he was still gathering material on BORil/JTN but gave no 
Indicatibn concerning his intended trip to Europe at the end 
of May, 1961. KATZ explained that this was the only time he saw 
ALDOUBY during May, 1961. 

from the Israeli 

Hebrew hewspapef > "Maaf Iv, " dated July 14 - I96I . The headline s 
read, "Israeli Journalist Detained in Spain In Attempt to 
Capture,; Belelan War Criminal" . The story v;ent on to say ALDOUBY 
was arrested ihvthev corapanj’' of a "French Jevj" vrhile driving across 
the -border from France to Spain. In. ALDOUBY 's car were found 7 
revolvers, together .^viith documents and'^plans of the estate of 
LEON DEGRELLE, DEGRELLE v;as described as the le^^^ of one of tvra 
Nazi parties in Belgium, v;ho collaborated ivlth the Nazis during 
the Nazi occupation of that country. In the issue, July I6, 196I, 
"Maariv" mentioned that the Acquaintances of ALDOUBY in Israel 
were not surprised to hear about his arrest since he is Icnown 
to be a daredevil journalist. 
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A spokesman of the Isi’ael Foreign Office stated, 
according to an article in the Israeli Hebrew daily, "Haaretz", 
ALDOUBY was in no way connected with the Israel Government. 

The same article added that ALDOUBY was Investigated by Israeli 
authorities on his last trip to Israel in the spring of 196I to 
determine the nature of his activities there. The Israel 
Government, according to "Haaretz", Intended to contact 
representatives in Paris or Lisbon and malce efforts to investigate 
the matter and try to assist ALDOUBY. Israel does not en.joy 
diplomatic relations with Spain, according to 'tiaaretz", July 16, 1961 

KATZ v;as of the fii*m opinion that ALDOUBY ‘s plan to 
capture DBGRELLE was a personal venture and in no way connected 
with any government or group. ICATZ believed that ALDOUBY enlisted 
the services of IGAL MOSSINSOIH'f by convincing MOSSINSOHN that 
the venture would be successful zmc both would benefit flnancleilly. 

Concerning the financial assets of ALDOUBY, KATZ 
stated that in addition to the !^ 5 i 500 he and ALDOUBY received 
Jointly from "Look" Magazine, each received $ 5^000 for writing 
"Minister of Death" . KATZ added ALDOUBY also vn?ites for "Der 
stern" Magazine, a German weekly, but he did not knovf how much 
ALDOUBY receives from this source . KATZ did not know the financial 
assets of MOSSHTSOM but recalled that MOSSINSOHN is married to 
a Nex^ York girl and since coming to the United States in 
approximately 1959 has found it difficult to earn a living 
and support his family. KATZ commented that MOSSINSOHN speaks 
Hebrew fluently but is afraid of English and has not progressed 
in the language as he expected. KATZ did not kno’w where 
MOSSINSOHN had been working in Nex; York City. 

KATZ described MOSSIKSOKf as being an Israeli 
national, height 5 * 11 ", weight 175 pounds, hair broxai, thinning 
on top, eyes brown, build medium, complexion fair, wears glasses, 
speaks broken English, occupation writer. 

KATZ could not name any other associates of ALDOUBY 
who might have Information pertaining to ALDOUBY 's activities. 
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KATZ advised that he met ALDOUBY's wife, but appraised her as 
being "too stupid" to participate even Indirectly In any 
venture of her husband, KATZ stated that Mrs. ALDOUBY Is 
a folk dancer and that her talents are limited to that art. 
KATZ added that during his association with ALDOUBY he never 
knew him to carry a weapon of any kind. 
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CAROL LOIS KLEIN, 211 Central Park West, 

New York City, In the presence of her attorney, CHARLES 
H, TALLY, 850 Third Avenue, New York City, stated she 
met 7N1 ALDOUBY aboard the "SS Llberte" two days after 
the ship left New York City on May 27^ 1961, en route 
to Lo Havre, France. KLEIN’ s parents, Mr. and Mrs. EDWIN 
KLEIN, were also aboard traveling First Class and CAROL 
KLEIN traveled cabin Class. 

ZVI ALDOUBY and IGAL MOSSINSOHl^, both Israelis, 
were traveling together. MOSSINSOIIN posed as an assistant 
to ALDOUBY In writing magazine articles. CAROL KLEIN 
fell In love with ALDOUBY, who admitted to be married 
twice In the past but both wives were deceased, KLEIN 
was going abroad to study drama In England but went to 
Paris instead with ALDOUBY and MOSSINSOHN after the boat 
arrived at Le Havre on June 2, lS6l. KLEIN spent about 
three weeks in Paris and while there she met two friends 
of ALDOUBY, BARBARA AIGON and JACQUES FEINSOHN, addresses 
xinknown, ALDOUBY and MOSSINSOHN stayed at the Hotel 
Gare Lazare,Rue Budapest, Paris, France. KLEIN recalled 
that ALDOUBY had other acquaintances In pards but she could 
hot remember the names due to her lad: of knowledge of 
French. MK)SSINSOHN conversed entirely In Hebrew with 
ALDOUBY and KIEIN does not know any Hebrew. ALDOUBY 
mentioned briefly to KLEIN during their stay In Paris, 
about his plan to capture LEON DEGRELLE, Nazi vjar criminal 
living under an assumed name in SP^^lr. KLEIN did not know

the assumed name nor did ALBOUBY divulge any details 
concerning the DEGRELLE operation. KLEIN did not recall 
any other persons In whom ALD0U3Y had an Interest for 
purposes of story writing. KLEIN maintained that at 
the time she was Interested In ALDOUBY's safety and 
desired that he curtail his trip to New York since they 
planned to be married In August, IS^l, In New York. 

KLEIN related that while ALDOUBY was In Paris, he was 
followed continuously by plaln~clothesraen who, according 
to ALDOUBY, were Paris Police assigned to ascertain his 
activities since the Police were Interested In all foreign 
newsjjapermen. ALDOUBY told KLEIN that another reason 
the Police were Interested In him was because trouble 
was brewing In Algeria at the time. 

Prom Paris, KLEIN went to London alone during 
the last week of June, 1961. in early July, 196lj ALDOUBY 
called KLEIN In London and stated he would be driving 
from Marseilles, France, about July I96I, and would 
meet KLEIN In Madrid, Spain. 

On July 4, 1961^ J5p:iN arrived at the palace 
Hotel, Madrid, but was unable,'; to locate ALDOUBY, About 
two days later,KLEIN received an urgent cable from her 
parents , who; had returned to New York , requesting her 
return to the lAil ted States, with a guarantee of Immediate 
return to Spain. KLEIN flew to New York, learned from her 
parents; that ALDOUBY was married and that his wife was living 
In New York City . KLEIN stated that she returned to Madrid 
on July 14; 1961, because she wanted to confront ALDOUBY 
with the ;iles that he hnd told to her and learn from him 
the reason why he had misled her. 
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Upon arrival in Madrid, KLEIN, through American 
Express, found out that ALDOUBY was residing at the Hotel 
Don Ramon de la cruz In Madrid. KLEIN went to this hotel 
where she met BARBARA AIGON. AIGON related to KLEIN that 
she had read In a Lisbon newspaper that ALDOUBY and 
JACQUES FEINSOHN were arrested on the Spanish border 
and that pistols and plans of the . estate of LEON 
DEGRELLE were found In their automobile. According to 
some Lisbon paper, IGAL MOSSINSOHN was mentioned as 
being aboard a yacht off the southern coast of Spain, 
supposedly waiting for ALDOUBY to appear. KLEIN was 
unable to furnish any details concerning the owner of 
the yacht or the names of those aboard, 

KLEIN went to the United States Embassy upon 
hearing the news of ALDOUBY' s Imprisonment and Inquired 
if she could be of assistance to ALDOUBY. YmbKCF.y--.; 
officials in Madrid^ suggested that KLEIN leave Spain 
immediately beca,use she^yi^ be subject to arrest for 
being ah associate of ALDOUBY. KLEIN flew to London, 
where she was followed by an vinknown man upon her 
arrival there. She became frightened, hastened to the 
united States Embassy recounted her story and v;as 
escorted to a plane bound fcr New York City, where she 
arrived on July 17, 1961. KLEIN characterized ALDOUBY 
as a psychopathic liar because he told her so many lies 
for^^no^gocd reason ;pther than to Impress her. KLEIN 
stated that * her parent s conta ct ed the Israeli Consulate 
in New -York city cb^^ status and learned 

that he was married about four years ago to SOFIE GILERT 
and still resides with her at 235 West 103rd Street, 

New York City, and that he had been married once before 
In Israel, According to KLEIN, ALDOUBY maintained that 
he was a iiatlve Israeli, while ;ln fact he was born In 
Rumania, according to the Israeli Consulate. 
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Concerning funds available to ALDOUBY and 
MOSSINSOHN, KLEIN stated she knew of no European 
source of money available to them and believed that 
whatever money they had, most of which was In American 
Express Money Orders, was brought with them from New 
York. MOSSINSOHN, according to KLEIN, served as the 
banker since ALDOUBY was very careless with money and 
frequently exhausted whatever was given to him by 
MOSSINSOHN, On one occasion In Parls,KLEIN recalled 
that she loaned ALDOUBY $50.00 which was never returned. 
ALDOUBY spent this money entertaining KLEIN in Paris. 

KLEIN stated that ALDOUBY carried a pocket-size 
pistol, exact type unknown, no holster and a switchblade 
knife, which he purchased while In her company at the 
Plea Market In Paris. KLEIN believed that ALDOUBY made 
the purchase to Impress her. 

It was KLEIN'S firm opinion that ALDOUBY and 
MOSSINSOHN were free lance writers not connected In any 
way with any government or group, 

KLEIN described ALDOUBY as being 30 years of age, 
5 feet 10 Inches, 180 pounds, stocky build, brown hair, 
brown eyes and fair complexion. ALDOUBY' s parents were 
divorced and his father is deceased. His mother resides 
in Israel. 

KLEIN described IGAL MOSSINSOffi'I as being 
approximately 50 years of age, 6 feet, 18O pounds, medium 
build, brown hair, coir of eyes unknown, wears glacr^s 
and medium complexion. KLEIN stated MOSSINSOHN was 
married to an American and has one child. MOSSINSOHN 
speaks broken English. 
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On July l3, I96I, aii appropriate ofClclal of the 
Bankers Trust Con^auy fui’nishetl the followlr^ Information 
concemtins the regular checltins account of 7VY iit.DOUBI; 

TJiS account wae opened on October Of i960, at which 
tlra© ALDOUBI listed his rosldoncc as 235 West 103rd Street, 

New York City. ALDOUBI deposited $2,300.00 In cash, indicated 
that he was eiz^iloyed as a f reo^lonoe writer, and stated he 
had been In the Wilted States for three years, was a corT^espondent 
for the Israeli Army newspegper, "Baiuahane", and that he 
Intended to make a t.rlp to Europe, Africa, £ind the Par Ecot, 
noting tliat he would be gone for two months. 

AZJX)UBI was recossnendod to the Instant bank by 
SPHRAH-5 KATZ, W Washington Place, New York City. 

The appropriate official noted that fclie account 
of ALDOUBI Is known as a “rubber account" because approximately 
twenty-five checks were returned to their respective payees 
because of Insufficient funds in the account to cover the 
afor^aaentiohed checks. The official mentioned that the present 
address for ALDOUBI Is care of Agent STERLING LORD, 13 East 
^th Street, New York City. There have been ho deposits In 
the Ituitaiit ao subsequent to October 5, i960, euid the 
present balance Is less than $100.00.
